Lestlng in" various properties of wood 
nnd for increasing the usefulness of 
tins, one of our great natural re- 
sources. The laboratory Is run by the 
government In co-operation with the 
université . Each reciprocates, the 
government nun giving liecturos and 
allowing the university (o use their 
machines and the university gives the 
privilege nf using tho testing machines 

of the engineering building. 

The chief aim of this department Is 
to help the users .■•* wood In all us 
Mirions products. With this end In 
view the men of this new division are 
testing wood lor u.s mechanical prop- 
erties, calorific value and physical 
value. They have n speelal braneh for 

experimenting oh mine timbers for 

durability and strijiglh and also they 

are tr\ing to devise means to Increase 
the useful life of wood im paving 

blocks. 

The great work of ihe forest and 
mines department, however, is in con« 
ma linn with the paper and pulp 
building they have just erected. The 
foundations for the machines are al- 
most complete and the apparatus will 
very soon he in place. Th. machine 
is the Inritest one of ils kind ever 
lniili «and the laboratory IS unique in 
Canada. The equipment makes a 
thirty-inch sheet and has a 211-fool 
wire. The first work that will be 
done in the building will be the l.e.u- 
ing of the wood for pulp

The subject, however, was not 
sufficiently far advanced to allow an 
opinion to be, expressed on the struc- 
ture of atomic nuclei 

Dr. Eve called the attention ol those 
present to the fact that Sir Ernest

ments are occupied or not. Troops 
should therefore be taught to under< 
stand the necessity for concealment
